The Committee on Streets 
and Highways submitted the following 
report: 


Gentlemen: The petition of Eugene 
Mercier for 6;foot cement sidewalk on 
the easterly line of Shattuck avenue, 
between the northerly line of Cedar 
street and the southerly line of Vine 
street, we think a necessity. (Adopted.) 


The petition of Messrs. Thompson 
and Marshall for a 4-foot sidewalk on 
north side of Parker street, between 
Milvia and Shattuck avenue, we recom­ 
mend. 


The petition to lay a 4-foot side­ 
walk on the east side of Fourth street, 
between Channing way and north line 
of Haft tract, we approve. 


The petition of Margaret Leonard 
to lay a 4 foot sidewalk on north side 
of Stewart street, between Ellsworth 
street and Telegraph avenue in front 
of her property by private contract, we 
recommend. 


Your committee recommends a 6 
foot cement sidewalk on the west side 
of Shattuck avenue, between College-| 
way and Berkeley way, in answer to 
petition.

Gentlemen:—Your Committee on 
Licenses beg leave to report as follows: 
In the application of Thos. Clark for a 
saloon license we find that he has com­ 
plied with tbe requirements of the law, 
as far as the signers are concerned, but 
we also find that the place is conducted 
in a manner which we cannot consci­ 
entiously approve, we therefore recom­ 
mend that the license be not granted. 
(Adopted.) 


In the case of John J. Higgins 
judging from his past infractions of the 
law, your committee is of the opinion 
•that he is not a fit person to grant a 
license, we recommend that his app­ 
lication be denied. (Adopted) 


On the application of John Menpleen 
to be allowed to maintain a peanut 
stand at the S. £. corner o f Shattuck 
Avenue and Center street, and of Chas." 
L. Taber and the Berkeley GAZETTE 
to maintain street signes' your com­ 
mittee recommend that permission be 
granted hy each instance, subject to 
the supervision of the superintendent 
of streets. • • • . 


On the- application to maintain 
boot black stand on the sidewalk of 
the N. W.-coTner of Shattuck Avenue 
and Center" streets, your committee do 
not think it advisable to establish M>re-

the request be denied. 


The recommendations of the com­ 
mittee allowing John Menoless to main­ 
tain a peanut stand on Center street, 
west of Shattuck; C. L. Tabcr to have 
a triangular stand in front of the con­ 
fectionary store on Shattuck avenue, 
near Center street, and the GAZETTF. 
to maintain a similar sign board in 
front ot its office on Stanford Place 
were adopted by the Board. 


An application for a bootblack stand 
on Center street, west of Shattuck 
avenue, created some discussion. Trus­ 
tee Martin argued so well that the 
Board concluded not to follow the 
advice of the committee and allowed 
the permit to be granted. 
(Later on 
this action was reconsidered.—REP.) 


The report of the Committee on 
Licenses, in relation to the application 
of Thomas Clark, was averse to grant­ 
ing the license for reasons given in the 
report. 
The committee's report was 
approved. 


A license to John J. Higgins was 
refused for reasons given in the report 
of the committee. 


The Fire and Water Committee re­ 
ported as follows: 
In favor of grant­ 
ing the petition of Posen Engine Com­ 
pany for chemicals for the engine. The 
Superintendent of Streets was given 
authority to make the purchase. 


The Electric Light Committee sub 
milted the following as its report: 


GENTLEMEN—Your Committee on 
Lights beg leave to report as follows: 


On the petition of residents on Uni­ 
versity avenue to have the lamp at the 
corner of University and Shattuck ave­ 
nues adjusted so as to allow the light 
on the sidewalk, we recommend that 
the lamp be placed in the center of 
the intersection 
of University and 
Shattuck avenues, and that this lamp, 
as well as all others which arf or will 
be placed in the center of any street, 
be suspende 1 from poles at least forty 
feet high and that the Superintendent 
of Streets be instructed to carry out 
this recommendation. 


We also recommend that the lamp 
on the comer of Haste anil Fremont 
streets be placed in the center of the 
intersection of the last named street by 
the Superintendent of streets.

A verbal report was given to the 
effect that a 65 arc-light machine was 
being used temporarily until one of 
larger capacity should arrive. The 
lights were burning better ot late, and 
that the bill of the Electric Light Com­ 
pany would be acted upon it the next 
regular meeting of the Board. 


President Richards presented a re­ 
port on the status of the Town Hall 
for office purposes, and recommended 
that it be allowed as per plans already 
adopted. 


The bids for the necessary work on 
the Town Hall were then taken up for 
consideration. 
A request was made 
that Mr. Corbett's bid be withdrawn 
and the Board allowed it to be done. 


Presidtnt Richards then m ade a re­ 
port to the Board. 


The action of the Board has been 
anticipated and leads up to the real 
solution of the question. 
The brilliant 
lighting of the University 
grounds 
means very much to Berkeley. For 
years, at stated intervals, the people 
would suddenly awaken to the fact 
that Berkeley needs a public breathing 
place—a park that would be becoming 
to the beautiful surroundings. 
But 
when we stopped to reflect where could 
such a spot of land be obtained or 
where would money come from even 
to niaintain.it properly, the realization 
of such a hope seemed utterly impos­ 
sible. 


Now the situation has changed The 
prospect for a greater Berkeley seems 
close at hand. 
Experienced engineers 
and the Superintendent, ol Golden 
Gate Park have volunteered their serv­ 
ices, and have promised that the Uni­ 
versity grounds will soon be a twin 
sister to the Golden Gate Park. 
If 
these beautiful grounds could be bril­ 
liantly lighted what more could be de­ 
sired to add to the attractiveness of 
Berkeley. 
With well paved streets, 
well cared for, with an abundant water 
service throughout Berkeley, with an 
ample, lighting system for all parts of 
Berkeley, with University grounds so 
beautiful as to be second only to 
Golden Gate Park, with a municipal 
government honestly, economically and 
efficiently 
administered, the greater 
Berkeley will be at our doors. 


It will require $1000 to equip the 


-University grounds with 
poles and 
wires .for, electric lighting. .- As the 
town of Berkeley is prohibited from 
spending any money for this, purpose, 


and as the Regents manifest such a 
disposition to work together with the 
citizens of Berkeley for common good, 
it seems filling that this sum of $1000 
should be raised at once by popular 
subscriptions. 
I am authorized by one 
of our citizens, Mr. Frank M. Wilson, 
to say that he will subscribe $500 to­ 
wards the fund provided the citizens 
will subscribe the remaining $500. 


]. RICHARDS, 
Gentlemen. A disposition is being 
manifested on the part of the Regents 
of the University to beautify their 
grounds. 
The contemplated improve­ 
ments if carried out will mark an era 
in the development of Berkeley. It is 
proper, therefore, that so far as we can 
the Board should sustain and co-oper 
ate with the Regents in all llieit efforts 
in lines of progress. 
If a handsome 
entrance*- is created at the head of 
Center street, it should become our 
duty at once to see that all unsightly 
obstructions be removed 
from that 
street, 
that 
broad, 
well kept walks 
would attract the attention of the many 
visitors to our great University. The 
most cordial and friendly 
relations 
should be established between the au­ 
thorities of the University and of the 
municipality. 


It has been brought to our attention 
during the past week that efforts are 
being made to light up the University 
grounds with about thirty arc lights, 
but at the very outset the Regents are 
confronted with a depleted treasury. 
It has been suggested that as this im 
provement means so much for the 
benefit of Berkeley in general, that this 
Board would feel disposed to assist 
financially in erecting the poles and 
wires, provided that lights thereon 
would be permanently maintained by 
the University authorities. 


Your chairman simply throws out 
th" suggestion in order that the Board 
may consider it and take such action 
as may be deemed proper.

On motion of Trustee Martin Town 
Attorney Hayne wra instructed to 
draw up an ordinance 
to prevent 
streets 
being 
obstructed by people 
gathering on the sidewalk. 
He said 
that in his section of the town congre­ 
gations of people assembled in front of 
the saloons and barber shops, becom­ 
ing a nuisance. 


Trustee W. Carey Jones at this time 
submitted the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved —That the Board of Trus­ 
tees have heard with the liveliest satis­ 
faction and pleasure of the projected 
improvement and embellishment of the 
University grounds. 


Resolved—That the Board of Trus­ 
tees express to the Board of Regents 
of the University their readiness and 
desire to cooperate most cordially in 
all enterprises they have in view to the 
advancement of the common interest 
of the town of Berkeley and of the 
University. 


Resolved—That the Board of Trus­ 
tees are highly gratified to hear of the 
generous and public spirited offer of 
Mr. Frank M. Wilson and express the 
hope that the citizens will speedily 
come forward with sufficient subscrip 
tions to give this visible testimonial of 
the interest and good will which the 
people feel in our great educational in­ 
stitution and the advancement of its 
matchless site. 


In relation to the finances Trustee 
Martin thought some one should take 
charge of raising the $500. 
He said 
he would contribute $10 toward the 
amount. 
It was finally left with Presi­ 
dent Richards to look after the matter. 


The time set for hearrng the protest 
on the Haste street opening having 
arrived, T. F. Graber and Judgfe Sever­ 
ance appeared for the different parties 
and argued the case to some extent 


It was finally left for the contestants 
to bring an agreement at the next regu­ 
lar meeting when it is probable that if 
the parties intesested pay all costs of 
proceedings to date the Board will dis­ 
miss the matter. 
The report on the 
opening was referred to Town Attor­ 
ney Hayne for law points. 


The protest against the assessment 
on Alcatraz avenue by Geo. E. Bates 
was called up and Mr. Borier appeared 
as attorney for Mr. Bates. 
It finally 
was referred to Attorney Hayne to 
draw an ordinance 
concerning the 
matter. 


The bids for alterations on the Town 
Hall were then opened, Mr. Corbett's 
bid having been withdrawn. 
The bids 
were as follows:

A communication was received from 
the Library Trustjees to the effect that 
there was not money enough to carry 
on all branches 0/ the Library. 
Trus­ 
tee Martin could(' not understand why 
that, when the library Trustees asked 
for $2400 On thei tax levy and $3200 
had been given, ([here was not money 
enough to get along with. 
Trustee 
Irwin endeavored to explain. The 
communication asked for an appropria­ 
tion to help the rnatter along. 
Presid­ 
ent Richards said that as the time was 
only nine months for the Library Trus­ 
tees to use up the $3200, that the in­ 
stitution had better keep on until the 
funds gave: out, and then come to the 
Board for help. 


The application of Mundy for a 
saloon license on Delaware street, near 
Third, was'now called up. 
A protest 
was presetted by about 20 persons 
against granting IL 
Trustee Hoff said 
he did not particularly like 
rnloons, 
but he wanted all men to be tre.ited 
alike. 
The applicant had complied 
with the law. 
Objections had been 
made to a swinging door, but that had 
been done away with, and that objec­ 
tion falls to the ground. 
No reasons 
are given in the protest. 
"I do not 
think this is the proper way to do away 
with saloons. 
It should be done in 
the slow way of education." 


Rev. Hunter of West Berkeley stated 
that the protest was in fact pointless, 
but he woulJ state reasons. 
There is 
a growing sentiment in West Berkely 
against 
saloons. 
Property 
owners 
think that saloons 
hurt 
property. 
Family people do not like to live near 
saloons. I am not personally acquaint­ 
ed with any of* the parties. 
The pro 
test is really against'The 
location. 
Everybody has to pass the saloon to 
go to the rafl&ad station without they 
make a detpur of some distance. 
I 
have been spoken to by men at the 
saloon while passing by but I do not 
care for that. I think if it were locat­ 
ed somewhere'sout of the way there 
would not be so much objection. 
It 
is not supposed that a salooa is kept 
there now as a license has not been 
granted for one. 


Trustee Hoff said there was a ques­ 
tion of constitutional right which the 
board could not go against. 
The out­ 
come of the matter is the license was 
not allowed. 


The two ordinances which were 


•—> 


passed to print at the last meeting of 
the Board were placed on their final 
passage and adopted. 


A communication was received from 
Mr. Jurgens in relation to the Burnett 
street matter. This business was ended 
by the street 
superintendent 
being 
authorized to put the turnouts on 
Burnette street where they belong and 
the petition of Mr. Jurgens being de­ 
nied. 
For all of which Mr. Jurgens 
may consider himself indebted to Trus­ 
tee Martin. 


The application of John Casey for a 
liquor license was read and referred to 
the Finance Committee who reported 
the bond correct. 
A protest against 
issuing it was' filed. 


A majority of property owners on 
Cedar street, 
from

Thomas property,, petitioned for the 
grading and. macadamizing of that

A Resolution of Intention was 
ordered to be drawn

The 
work to he|4oheis on Alcatraz avenue 
near Adeline, street. The water cannot 
get away freely and the waterway is to 
be arranged so it can. 


Bids were called for^-on 
street sewer.

The Board allowed $150 to Attorney 
Hayne for the labor of codifying the 
ordinances. 


President Richards stated that he 
had voted for the permit to the boot 
black stand under a misapprehension 
Town Marshal Lloyd made an explana­ 
tion of the petition which had been 
pres nted in favor ol the bootblack. 
He said it was got up through the in­ 
fluence of the liquor sellers to get even 
with him for arrests made. 
The Trus­ 
tees were satisfied with the officer's ex­ 
planation and unanimously voted to 
stand by the officers. 
The permit was 
rescinded and the report of the Com­ 
mittee not to allow the permit was 
adopted. 


An ordinance was ordered for the 
meetings of the Board during the year 
1896. 
On the 13th of January a 
meeting will be held and thereafter 
every two weeks on Monday evenings, 
to commence at 7:45 o'clock p. m. 
The ordinance passed to print. 


A petition was received from the 
residents of the first ward asking that 
Thos. Brotherton be appointed a spe­ 
cial watchman without pay. The peti­ 
tion was granted. 


Trustee Martin asked the members 
of the Board to think over the matter 
of the salaries of town officers. The 
idea is thatjthey are too small now. 


The amdunts to be allowed for the 
branch libraries is for room rent $15 
to each place, and $25 salary for the 
person who takes care of them. 


A letter was received from Mr. Al­ 
kali in relation to the protest he had 
filed. 
He was informed that the time 
had not expired, and when it did all 
protests would be heard at the same 
time. 


The Commissioners report on Wool- 
sey street was received, placed on file 
and the Clerk instructed to issue the 
usual notices. 
Deeds were received 
from Messrs. Harmon and Dixon and 
ordered to be placed on record. 


A majority 
protest, was received 
against 
work on Vine street and 
Dwight way. 
This was caused by an 
attempt that was made to make prop­ 
erty owners pay a second time for the 
relaying of gutters, which had already 
been accepted from the contractors. 
The trouble on Vine street appeared 
to be that in some places a five-foot 
cement sidewalk had been laid. The 
order of the Board was for a six-foot 
cement sidewalk. 
This would cause 
the tearing up of new cement sidewalks 
and lay anew to conform 
with the 
work ordered. 


Trustee Gage remedied this by in­ 
troducing a Resolution of Intention 
for a five foot cement walk from Wal­ 
nut to Arch on the north side ot Vine, 
except where now laid. 
^ 


The Dwight way case was refered to 
Town Attorney Hayne for legal advice. 
A resolution was adopted rescinding 
all work on Vine street and Dwight 
way. 


It was ordered to hear the protest 
against the sewer on 10th street and 
Allston way, at next regular meeting of 
tbe Board at 9 o'clock p. m. 


In the way of street work which was 
refered to the street Committee were 
the opening of 6th street to the bound 
ary line, cement walk on Francisco 
street by private contract, sewer to con. 
nect house with Strawberry creek, for 
sewer on Shattuck avenue, cement walk 
on Bancroft way, wood walk on Alca­ 
traz avenue and Sacramento. A peti­ 
tion for 500 feet of hose for Lorin, was 
to the Fire and Water Committee. 
Resolutions of intention were ordered 
prepared for street work. 


Resolution was adopted for artifical 
stone side walks class B, and for estab­ 
lishing grade of sewer on Allston way. 


D. Lambert was granted an extension 
of 30 days on his contract for macadam­ 
izing Alcatraz avenue. 


Contracts were awarded to Oakland 
Paving Company, J. M. Creed, N. S. 
Douglas and John Corbett for street 
work. 


Upon motion the petition of D. A. 
Landregan for a license to sell liquor 
was granted. 
On motion adjourned. 


Only three days before Christmas, 
with all of its good cheer, will be here, 
and 1895 will be preparing to disap 
pear, in order to make room for 1896.

• Ashes Hay Be Left In the Crematory, but 
Often Hoarsen Carry Them Away and 
Keep Them Always Wear. 
"Cremation . this afternoon at 2." 
These words are lettered on a small sign 
that swings in a shop window on Hous­ 
ton street, where several curious urns 
are displayed. This is the New York 
office- of a,suburban cemetery, where 
are cremated the bodies of those who 
prefer that their remains shill be con- 
etuned by flame rather than to let na­ 
ture take its. course in a coffin six feet 
under the sod. 


A World reporter dropped into the 
office and had a talk with the young 
man in charge. It was too late on that 
afternoon' to witness a cremation, but 
ordinarily-the crematory people are glad 
to; have spectators when the interesting 
prooesB is going on. 


Economy is always Considered by 
most people, and cremation is cheap. It 
is also olean, and what is cleaner for a 
last resting place than a white metal 
vase? 


"Yon know how much yon would 
have to pay for a plot at Greenwood?' 
said the young man. "At our crematory 
925 will buy a niche in which you may 
place an urn large enough to hold the 
ashes of an entire family." 


Tnere is something sentimental in the 
ashes of ''two souls with but a single 
thought" being put together. There are 
no rules against buying a row of niches. 
This, however, is more expensive, and 
Ihellne of .names on the separate urns 
suggests the- search for a name on the 
bells of a flathonse. Yet there are often 
as many as IS niches bought in a row. 
Eaob niche is decorated by the crema­ 
tion company every Memorial day. It 
is on this occasion that the crematory 
has its greatest number of visitors. 


When the young man was asked what 
class of people favored cremation, here- 
plied: "No particular class of people.' 
Iu IfoVYorfcGie Germans perhaps are 
, the most rjpinerous advocates of it It 
appeals ^ alike to the poor and the 
weijtMP Ihecoet to cremate an adult 
Is #85 and435 for a child. A& urn large 
" enough to contain the ashes of one-per­ 
son can. be bought for $6, and this, with 
tie pride of'a niohe, does not bring cre- 
matian beyond the reach of the poor 


"What are the urns made of? Mostly 
of ibronze,and white metal Here is a 
beauty of serpentine stone." The 
''beauty" was only 20 inches high, but 
it coet $45. There are about a dozen dif­ 
ferent designs in urns. 


Often a dead person's relatives may 
desire, to keep the ashes in a parlor vase 
The young man was asked if all the 
ashes of those cremated were kept at the 
oemetery. "Just about one-half are," 
he answered. "Some are taken away 
and placed in safety vaults, and some 
are alw.ays.kept near the person who 
most loved tie deceased in life. I know 
of one lady who always carries the ashes 
of her husband wherever she goes. They 
have been to Europe and back several 
times, and have had many trips to the 
seashore and mountains. 


"No one but myself ever bandies the 
ashes after they leave the fireman. They 
are sent to me from there, and I seal 
each jar and keep them here until they 
are sent for or until I have too many on 
hand. In that case I notify the relatives. 
If they want them transferred to an urn, 
I do it by means of this great glass fun­ 
nel Do they all pass through the same 
funnel? Of course. What's the differ­ 
ence? I olean it after each separate lot 
of ashes." 


He then went over to the big office 
safe, and, fixing the combination lock, 
opened the iron door. There -was exposed 
a row of black jars about the size of or­ 
dinary tomato cans. Each jar was sealed 
with black wax and tape, and pasted on 
the front was a label. The young man 
took out one of the jars and set it on the 
hand of a woman who wore a number 
five glove. She held it easily and read 
the label Inside of the jar was all that 
remained of a large sized man who bad 
been cremated three weeks before.— 
New York World. 


Argentine Woods. 


The woods peculiar to the Argentine 
Bepublio are, as a rule, not only dis­ 
tinguished for their positive colors, but 
some of them are also said to be of a 
hardness capable of resisting the keenest 
tools and of withstanding fire in a re­

The algarrobu is de­ 
scribed as white, red, gray, black and 
violet; the quebracho is deep red and 
pure white; the cedar is bright red; the 
cibil is white, red and black; the gayaibi 
is white, gray and black; the laurel is 
white, black and yellow; the tipa is 
white, red and yellow; the rulu amarilla 
is bright yellow, as is also the palo 
moro; the viraro is dark brown; the 
calden is bright red; the tatane is golden 
yellow; the pacara is dark red; the 
molle is black brown; the lapacho is 
green, gray and black; the guayabo is 
deep red, veined with black and yellow; 
the palo ribera is dark cinnamon, with 
red veins ; the guayacan is black and al­ 
most indestructible.—New York Sun. 


Old Marriage Ceremony. 


Polynesia is probably the only place 
in the world where the marriage feast 
takes place without the presence of the 
bridegroom. For some unexplained rea­ 
son the young man is "sent into the 
bush" when negotiations are opened 
with the family of his bride, and he re­ 
mains there during the. subsequent fes­ 
tivities! It is only when the guests have 
departed and the girl is left alone with 
his parents that messengers are dispatch­ 
ed for him.
